which Hee muſt be Head. Arguments 
of Religion and'Liberty have beene cun- 
ningly. woven. in, and infuled into your 
weaker ſenſes, whilſt the workers thereof 
intended nothing elfe but Schiſme , and 
confuſion : and inſtead of Liberty to 
bring in a: common: and. deſtructive Li- 
cence.
